A violent thunder- 
storm, the development of powerful masses of the enemy 
against our leit wing, and the advance of his main body 
against Volti, caused our retreat, which began late in 
the evening. The above is official. 

SARDINIAN ACCOUNT, 

'TURIN, Sunpay.—A message, dated 25th, from the 
head-quarters of the Allies, announces that a battle has 
been fought at Solferino against the Austrians, who were 
commanded by the Emperor. The Allies took thirty 
cannon, 6,000 prisoners, and several flags. The Aus- 
trians have re-crossed the Mincio. All the fortified 
positions of the enemy were taken. 

ADVANCE OF THE ALLIES. 

The Observer is enabled to state that the Allies were 
yesterday advancing, and that Peschiera was likely to 
fall immediately ; even the strong lines of Veron& are 
not expected to prove so formidable as many persons an- 
ticipated. Should they succumb, the war in Italy will 
soon be.ended, as the cxpulsion of the Austrians is the 
first condition of peace. Prussia and Germany may in- 
terfere to retard this result by claiming to dictate con- 
ditions for securing to Austria possession of some portion 
of the Italian soil from which she is now nearly expelled; 
but the idea of claiming Ltalian fortresses on the Mincio 
as German defences can never meet the approval of Eng - 
land. As to the Emperor Napoleon entering upon a 
general course of European aggression, it is most evi- 
dently his interest to return in peace to France as soon 
as possible, with the eclat of having liberated Italy from 
foreign domination.

COURT OF PROBATE. 
(Before Judge Keatinge and a Common Jury.) 


Evans v. Fosberry.—This was a suit to try whether certain 
obliterated words were apparent on the face of the will of Mr. 
Pras. Fosberrv, of Kilgobbin, in the county of Limerick, 
deceased, and if so, what they were; and secondly, whether 
a certain residuary clause was part of the will. 


Dr. Walshe, Q.C., stated the case upon behalf of the 
plaintifi—He said the only question was relative to the 
validity of a particular bequest. It appeared that after 
bequests to various members of his family, the will 
according to the allegation of the plaintiff, ran iu 
those words—“I leave my friend, William Evans, solici- 
tor, my residuary legatee, and I appoiht my brotuer, 
George Fosberry, my executor.” As the will stood now 
the name of Mr. Evans was obliterated. The testator 
was a gentleman, who died unmarried and without issu‘e 
By his will, bearing date June the 2nd, 1857, he made cer- 
tain dispositions of his property. The plaintiff was a solici- 
tor, who resided in Limerick; he was an old and attached 
friend of the testator, and was the person by whom his will 
wae drawn. (Counsel then stated the manner in which the 
will wasexecuted). After the execution the will remained in 
the possession of Mr. Evans, at the request of the testa- 
tor, during the absence of the latter in England, and 
on his return it was handed back to him. At that tiie 
the name of Mr. Evans appeared in the will, which he 
did not again see until ater the death of the testator, when 
it was ascertained thatthe name had been obliterated. He 
(counsel) should mention as a proof that this was not the act 
of the deceased, that this oblitervtion, there was not, as was 
requisite, a formal attestation, and it would be shown that the 
deceased was aware of the necessity for a regular attestation, 
as his attention had been frequently called to that fact, and 
some other obliterations in the will he did make he had at- 
tested properly. It would be for the jury to decide whether 
this obliteration had been made by the <leceased or other 
parties. 

Mr. Evana, the plaintiff, was examined—He stated that 
he had been’ a solicitor for twenty-one years, and resided 
in Limerick; he had known the testator twenty-tive years; 
for some years prior to June, 1857, he had been on terms 
of intimate friendship with him; he had been in the habit 
of staying at witness's house, and witness frequently dined 
at his house at Kilgobbin, near Limerick; witness always 
considered Mr, Fosberry's health very good, with the excep- 
tion of the eye, and that he was a person competent to 
manage his own affairs; on the morning of the making of the 
will he called ón witness at his house in Mallow-street, 
Limerick; he said be was going to London to get 
advica about his eyes, and that he wanted to have his will 
made ; witness asked what. he wanted to have done : they sat 
down at a table, and witness asked for purttculars, and 
wrote according as testator told him; after a portion of the 
will had been drawn testator said, ‘“‘I have not mentioned 
your name yet or Maryanue’s,” referring to Mrs. Evans; wit- 
yess replied, '' don't mind that, you have already been very 
kind to us ; some other dispositions having been maile, the tes- 
tator said, “now Í leave you the rest ;’ witness said, “ Well, 
Frank, I am obliged to you;” “I am sure you are,” 
said he, and then he desired witness to write,“ I leave 
to my friend William Evans the rest ;’ witness accordingly 
wrote "' Í leave my friend William Evans, solicitor, residuary 
legatee of this my will,’ and read the words to deceased, 
who said “that is it; then asked who he wished to have 
as his executor, and he replied “imy brotuer George ;” 
the will was then read over to him from beginning to 
end ; witness wrote ioterlineations at the deceased's sugges- 
tion, and put the formal attesting word to it; on his 
oath he did not solicit this residuary bequest, which 
was the voluntary act of the deceased, who knew per- 
fectly what he was doing; witness said, “Frank, you 
had better come till we get it witnessed,” and they 
then went to the house o: Mr. Bouchier, an apothe- 
cary, for that purpose, and the witness signed the 
will, the interlineations being only authenticated by the 
initials of the testator; after they left the shop, the witness 
wanted him to take the will, but he said “no, cannot you 
keep it, it will eat ann Witness kept the will, and did 
not again that day see Mr. Fosberry, who he understood 
went by the four o'clock train to London; while he was away 
witness received a letter from him, saying that on a certain 
day he would retarn and dine with him; could not remember 
whether he came accordingly or not; the next time he saw 
the testator was at his house, be was in the hall going 
out when witness called him back and gave him the will, 
never saw or thought of the will from that time until Mr. 
Fosberry died; and he did not know but that after he got 
home on that occasion he would have torn the draft will 
after it had been engrossed and executed in proper fo: mj; 
the testator. remained on the same terms of friendship 
with him from that time until his death except, on an 
occasion that witness declined to take proceedings against 
some member of his family who owed him money ; on 
Sunday, the 72th March, heard that Mr. Fosberry was 
ill, and he died next day; on the 29th a cousin of the 
deceased, named Frank Posberry, called on witness and 
asked had he a will of t e deceased; he said he had not, 
but mentioned the one which he had prepared and given back 
to the testator, and said that he was residuary iegatve under it; 
Mr. 8. Fosberry made no reply; witness was at the funeral, 
and before the interment Mr. G. Fosberry said he wanted to 
see witness, at Kilgobbin on the way home, and accordingly 
called fthere after the funeral; he saw Mr. Fosberry in 
the dining-room; Mr. Fosberry said he wanted to get 
them t her, and read or open the will; they 
went into thé breakfast room, in which the mother of the tes- 
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I 
recollect him saying he would go to Dublin faster than the 
railway with his four blood horses ; I don't remember deceased 
cutting down the trees at Nount Zion, and making a race 
course round his house; but I heard something about it. I 
do not recollect decea-el being present at a race course with 
two shirts on him ana with gold buttons inside, and a large 
dirty shirt outside. 

Dr. Thomas James Ranston examined. 

I am ‘a medical man practising in Carlow; remember the 
time deceased was afflicted with fever ; prior to that fever, I 
believed him to be a man fit to discharge his ordinary du- 
ties; he became insane immediatelv after that fever: I think 
ee was in 1849; I attribute his insanity to the effect. of his 
illness. 

Cross-examined by Dr. Walshe—There was something the 
matter with deceased's skull; shortly after 1834 [ was sent 
for to attend Major Colelough ; he had fistula openings on 
the skull, and I took out a piece of the bone; that disease was 
the result of indiscretion in his youth; in 1886 I attended 
him for inflammation of the lungs; deceased's father was 
insane, and madness is generally hereditary ; a‘ter being ill 
in 1819, it was very hard to keep him at home, and he nearly 
killed his horses by the violent manner in which he drove 
about the country ; I did not know that he made a deer park 
at his residence, Mountlion; he was about 70 vears of age 
at the time of his death, and his principal madress was about 
horses, he having kept about 20 horses. 

Mr. Waters Examined. I am a magistrate residing in the 
Co. Carlow, and knew Major Colelough: I met him very 
o ten at my own house and in social life he was a very quiet 
mild man and conducted himself like an officer and a 
gentleman. 

Cross Examined by Mr, Dowse. He was particularly mild 
in his demeanour to ladies. but he always became exacted 
when he spoke of horses ; he lived on very affectionate terms 
with his wife; I was very fond of horses myself and kept seven 
or eight; there were about 60 acres of lind at Mount 
Zion an: Major Cole ough kept more horses there than he re- 
qu red ; he made a ra e cour e round his house, and | think;

You are wichout 
doubt aware that my duty is to be deliberate upon those 
subjects in concert with my colleagues, having special 
regard to the judgments of the ministers of the respec- 
tive departments, and that my peculiar duty is to sug- 
gest the means of meeting the charges which the 
decision of the Cabinet may entail. I was not aware 
that any uncertainty existed with regard to the inten- 
tions, on the question of defences, of a government 
having Lord Palmerston as its head, nor do I believe 
that it exists beyond the sphere in which it has been 
suggested from particular quarters as a means of influ- 
encing a contested election. At the same time I than’ 
you very much for bringing before me the doubt which 
those suggestions elections might naturally produce; and 
while I can neither give pledges n>r enter into details, 
I venture, with confidence, to express my opinion that 
if I am permitted as Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
submit to the House of Commons the demand of the 
public service for the current year, those demands will 
probably be fonnd such as to afford to all persons 
anxious about the sufficiency of the defences of the 
country an ample satisfaction.

SIR JOHN LAWRENCE. 
An address to Sir John Lawrence, signed by seven 


thousand persons, was presented to him on Friday last- 


by a distinguished deputation at Willis’s Rooms. ‘The 
Bishop of London presided at the meeting. Sir Culling 
Eardley explained the design and object of the address 
and read letters from various persons expressing sym- 
pathy with the presentation. 

The Bishop of London then addressed Sir John Law- 
Eas and referred in emphatic terms to his services in 

ndia. , 

His Lordship thus referred to the guestion of the Bible 
in government schools in India: — “ As to the in- 
troduction of the Bible in our government schools, 
anxious as we are to make our schools afford to the nation 
instruction which we believe to be right, we do not 
think we shall forward our course by overlooking any 
of the difficnities which present themselves in the way 
of carrying our pu to accomplishment (hear ). 
For my part I hailed those documents to which your 
name was attached with delight, because they seemed to 
me to answer the only objection which could be urged 
against what we so earnestly desire to see introduced. 
We had been told from time to time it was well, indeed, 


to think of Christianising India, but obviously the first 


condition of Christianising must be to obtain possession 
of the land; for if, in our attempts to Christianise, our 
troops and fellow countrymen should be swept into the 
sea, there would, indeed. in all human probability, be an 
end to Christianity in India. And therefore when we 
were told by men of great experience, that however 
desirable it was to give a Christian character to our 
education in India, it might lead to another outbreak 
such as we had lately witnessld, I confess for my own 
part I did feel very anxious to hear what would be 
said on the subject by some one whose knowledge 
was really practical and extensive in this matter. And 
when we had your testimony that, to the best of your 
belief, there was no such danger to be apprehended, I fur 
one considered the question as settled (hear.) I believe 
that is the feeling of the whole country ; for there is no 
man who would undertake to say, from one end of England 
to the other, he would not desire that the education of 
India should be Christian, if the thing could be done ; 
and here we have the best authority for believing that 
it can (hear, hear). It heartily coincide with you in 
your opinion thit before the Bible could be beneficially 
introduced in:o the government schools, you must have 
competent teachers. I do not think any very great good 
could arise from a Heathen or a Deist giving lectures 
upon the New Testament ; and I think the scriptural 
instruction in our schools should be such as not merely 
to acquaint the natives with the dates and geography of 
the history of our Lord, but also to imbue their minds 
with Christian principle, and make a pure Christian 
morality the basis of their future lives” (hear, and 


cheers. ) 

The Bishop then read the address, which referred to 
Sir John Lawrence's administration of the Punjab, to

answer admirably, The class consists ef eighteen of the 
older girls, and more are anxious for admittance as va- 
cancies occur. They cook in turn each day a dinner for 
the mistress and pupil teachers, and some soup or other 
dish for such of the children as dine at school, and pre. 
fer that to bringing provisions from home. Most of 
the last year's class are now able to cook, without super. 
intendence, the dishes commonly in use. The committee 
hope soon to add to this, lessons on cookery for the sick.” 
We trust this admirable example will be extensively fol. 
lowed.— Liverpool Courier. 

IRISHMEN IN ScoTtanp.—One of the most pleasing 
characteristics of this progressive age is the reciprocity 
of feeling which is springing up between the “ great 
landed interest” and their tenantry. This kindly inter. 
change of feeling has often manifested itself in England 
and Scotland. We are proud to chronicle that a brighter 
day has likewise dawned upon the “ finest peasantry in 
the world,” and that we are now going to bid a long 
farewell to that ill feeling which has so long exist. 
ed between landlord and tenant in “ould Ireland. A 
year ago the tenantry of Lord Eglinton reflected 
honor on themselves and their worthy landlord by their 
visit to his lordship in Dublin. We have now the plea- 
sure of recording a somewhat similar act on the part of 
the Irish themselves. An Irish nobleman, of extensive 
property, whom we believe to be descended from 
the great ©’Donoghue of Munster, but whose 
real title shall be nameless, has lately had 
occasion to leave his patrimonial estates on a visit to 
Scotland. A few of his tenantry, to testify their love for 
him, resolved to accompany him, and during the latter 
half of last week were located in the neighbourhood of 
our city, where they have been mingling profit with 
pleasure in the highest degree. Under the escort:f a 
city guide (for the nonce) they visited the various ob- 
jects of interest in the city and environs, includin 
especially Arthur Seat, &c., which they much admired. 
They all appeared to have been conversant with Scott's 
“ Heart of Mid-Lothian,” for the locale of Jeanie Deans’ 
adventures ‘ook up a great deal of their attention—in 
fact, they thoroughly appreciated the well-known classic 
scenes of St. Leonard’s.

DirpatTsHEeria.—The symptoms and treatment of diph- 
theria are attracting the careful notice of some of the 
most eminent of the medical profession, and without 
doubt ere long any uncertainyy which now exists ou the 
matter will be removed. Besides the manner of treat- 
ment, it is most necessary to determine to what extent 
diphtheria depends upon sanitary conditions; and 
whether it can, like typhus fever, be attributed to bad 
drainage, want of cleanliness, overcrowding, and other 
evil arrangements prejudicial to health. r. Ballard, 
the medical officer of health for the Islington district, 
has inquired into between sixty and seventy distinct 
cases, which have occurred in that neighbourhood ; 
and it appears that about one half these took 
place in the families of persons in good positions, 
occupying houses in which no imperfection of 
drainage or other faults could be discovered by the 
tanitary inspector. It must, however, be noticed that 
at the rate of 50 per cent, the houses were in ill condi- 
tion. Itis noticed of this disorder, that it has been 
most serious in the suburban and open neighbourhoods ; 
it does not, however, in this respect differ from plague 
or cholera, which generally, like an invading army, skir- 
mishes about the outskirts before it attacks the centre. 
In the City district, and in other populous parts, the 
number of cases of diphtheria has been very few. I! is 
necessary to mention this in order that we may jude 
how much this complaint, in its present form, depends 
on malarious influences, and how much on sanitary de- 
rangements. In considering” the condition of those 
dwellings in which deaths from this cause have occurred, 
in houses seemingly of a good order, we should not 
lose sight of the surrounding evils. Are there back 
slums and fever nests close by, although hidden from 
the view? Are there pestilential ditches, or undrained 
lands near? Some of the French writers on this sub- 
ject attribute this disease to malaria, arising from fens, 
stagnant water, cesspools, and other similar causes. 
The condition of Bologne, where diptheria has det 
troyed so much life, is sufficient to account on 
sanitary principles fur the outbreak which has taken 
be e hope soon, by the facta which will be laid
